Frye and Atkins Change City’s
Open Meeting Rules

In a victory
for govern-
ment trans-
parency, a
proposal put
forward by
Councilmem-
bers Frye
and Atkins
was passed
by the full
City Council
on March 26,
2004.

Councilmember Frye and Deputy Mayor Atkins

These new rules for conduct by the City Coun-
cil included:

Giving the public more information about
what items are coming before the Council in
closed session

Reporting the results of actions taken in
closed session

Giving the public an opportunity to directly
address the City Council on any closed ses-
sion item on the agenda

Giving the Council an opportunity to discuss
the basis for convening into closed session,
ask questions and respond to questions
from the public

A transcription of all closed session meet-
ings

Making available to the Council and the
public a weekly litigation log listing all litiga-
tion filed against or by the City

These changes to the open meeting rules of
the City Council will help to reduce the many
concerns about the noticing and conduct of the
closed session meetings. This will bring the
public into the process and to give the Council
control over what is heard in closed session.

the rent/revenue owed by the Chargers to the City
2) that the Chargers could leave (trigger) in 2008 3)
to negotiate the dollar amount on the maintenance
agreement for Qualcomm Stadium 4) eliminate the
City’s ability to litigate the new agreement in court
5) to eliminate the City’s ability to match another
city’s offer 6) that the Chargers could talk to other
cities about leaving San Diego after January 1,
2007 7) that the games could be blacked out. In
exchange it appears that; 1) the City would receive
a termination payment of $57 million if the Chargers
leave at the end of the 2008 season. The remain-
ing bond debt would be approximately $58 million in
2008. 2) the City receives approximately $2.5 mil-
lion more in rent/revenue (than in the current lease)
if the Chargers leave in 2008.

Another issue that needs further clarification is the
upcoming changes in water and sewer rates. On
Tuesday, June 8, 2004, the City Council will con-
vene a public hearing to consider and adopt adjust-
ments to existing water and sewer fees and
charges. This is a complicated and complex issue
but, simply put, if the City Council adopts the pro-
posed changes, all residential customers will see a
reduction in their sewer rates ranging from 1.6 per-
cent to 23 percent per month. In addition, and de-
pending on water usage, approximately half of all
residential customers will see a reduction in water
rates.

The recommended sewer and water rate changes
are the result of independently produced studies
whose primary objective was to ensure that the cost
of providing water and sewer services is recovered
from all customer classes and individual customers
in an equitable manner. These studies are required
by the state of California as a condition of the city
receiving grants and loans for infrastructure im-
provements.

There are and continue to be issues that have a
direct impact on your wallet and quality of life. | will
continue to work on your behalf to make sure both
are protected.

Councilmember Frye and People for Trees
Plant Street Trees in Clairemont

On April 10", People for Trees planted thirty
“Cool Community Shade” trees throughout
Clairemont neighborhoods. Director, Pat Ste-
venson and resident, Nancy Fournier coordi-
nated the project and recruited community
members who requested trees planted in front
of their property within the public right-of-way.
People for Trees is a non-profit community for-
estry organization that assists Councilmember
Frye in her commitment to enhance Clairemont
neighborhoods with low-water trees. The
Councilmember alongside youth volunteers
from Our Lady of Peace Girls’ High School and
Kids Korps attended the kick-off demonstration
to train residents how to plant and care for their
new trees while they take root. If you or

Additionally, on April 30", 24 more trees were
planted in the grassy portion at the intersection
of Balboa Avenue and Morena Boulevard, and
21 trees in the median along the Rose Canyon
City Operations Yard. This planting was made
possible by an endowment fund established by
Walter Figg to fund Jacaranda tree plantings
and maintenance in the City of San Diego.

Trash, Recycling and Greenery Recycling

Starting the week of June 7, 2004, the City of San
Diego Environmental Services Department (ESD)
will implement new, more efficient routes for current
trash, recycling and yard waste collection services,
which will save $600,000 in the first year. The de-
partment will also expand yard waste collection to
an additional 30,000 homes throughout the City of
San Diego.

Implementation of the new routes will result in
changes to the day of collection for most residents;
however, operational efficiencies will be signifi-
cantly increased by a reduction in the miles traveled
by City collection trucks, rebalanced employee work
loads, and concentrate each day’s collection activity
in a single area or zone of the city. The expansion
of the yard waste program will help reduce the
amount disposed in the Miramar Landfill and help
the City of San Diego comply with the State’s AB
939 diversion mandate. As part of the department’s
operational changes, all residents receiving weekly
yard waste collection will be converted to an every-
other-week collection schedule.

You will receive two mailings about the changes.
The first will include an explanatory letter and a
2004 Curbside Recycling Calendar mailed in mid-
May and the second will be a reminder postcard
which will be mailed to residents in the first week of
June. Residents will also learn about the rerouting
and yard waste expansion program at community
meeting presentations to be held in your council
district.
